English Xaugwagc Contains Several Wliict 
Are Hal’d to Kim Against. 

There are a .dozen words in tlie Eng¬ 
lish language in everyday use for* 
which enterprising people have de¬ 
spaired of ever finding a rhyme. Tho 
word “month,’’ for example, is one of 
these. “Silver” is a word it seems 
very easy to secure a rhyme for, but as a 
matter of fact, trying to find something 
to rhyme with “silver” Dearly drove‘a 
London writer of verse insane long ago. 
As a last resort he advertised in the 
newspapers and received but one reply. 
It came from the master of verbal con¬ 
tortion, W. S. Gilbert, Sir Arthur Sul¬ 
livan’s erstwhile partner, who submit¬ 
ted the word “chilver. ” He wasn’t 
quite clear, he said, as to what a chll- 
ver might be, bht he had seen the word 
in advertisements of sales of farm stock 
and had an idea, which is correct, that 
it described a species of sheep. 

“Orange” is another word without 
rhyme. .“Gulf” Is also without auEng¬ 
lish partner, and “culm” aud “cusp” 
are ajike solitary. Many poets who have 
sought In vain for rhymed to “revenge” 
and “avenge” will not be appeased 
•when they learn that but two exist— 
“pepge” aud “Stonehenge.” “Coif” 
is now, happily for versifiers, growing 
obsolete, for there is no word which 
rhymes with it. “Scarf” has been dar¬ 
ingly linked at the. end of a line with 
“half” or “calf,” but this is a practice 
to be discouraged. “Scalp’ ’ rhymes only 
with “Alp,” but, like “babe” And 
“astrolabe, ” it would require much in¬ 
genuity to find an excuse for bringing 
these words into juxtaposition. “False” 
has on several occasions, by an abuse of 
poetic ilicense, been. associated jvith 
‘ ‘valse,” though the correot French pro¬ 
nunciation of the latter word would de¬ 
stroy the rhyme. > 

Of the names of places the African 
town of Timbuktu has long been, fa; 
mous for being without rhyme. The 
nearest success that any poet has ever 
attained _ in this respeot was When in 
some old verses describing a desert hupt 
“cassowary” was made to rhyme with 
“missionary” and “Timbuktu” with

Many games necessarily imply resist¬ 
ance to pain as an absolute condition of 
success. For example, there is the game 
°f “needles. ” One of the players places 
his closed fists upon the table, holding 
steadily two needles, one in each hand, 
the points being slightly exposed. It is 
the game then for a companion to 
strike with his own fists those of the 
other and becomes a question of endur¬ 
ance between the one who is pricked 
with the needles and the one whose fists 
are beaten by the other’s knuckles. 

There are contests in which the fin¬ 
gers and hands are deeply wounded, 
and the scars are an honorable distinc¬ 
tion., 

The characteristic feature of all these 
games, which are the recreation exclu¬ 
sively of criminals in prison, is the love 
of combat. If, as is held by experts, 
sports are the means of working off the 
'superfluous activity of life, it is evident 
that superfluous activity, in the case of 
prisoners,, is; especially powerful. It has 
been noted in the case of, prisoners that 
there is a prevalence of great agility and 
litheness, which Professor Lombroso 
considers a negative evidence of mental 
weakness, since it testifies 1 to a greater 
development of the notorial centers at 
the expense of the other cerebral centers. 
But usually this physical energy is not 
property used in the ordinary life of the 
criminal and finds outlet and enjoyment 
in sports 

Another characteristic of the games - 
of criminals is: the admiration shown

Tlie Graveyard on Boston Common. 

Although the burying ground at the 
Boylston street end of the Common is 
not the most ancient in, town, nor 
specially noted for the resting place of 
distinguished men, it is a picturesque 
place. It is worthy of note'that %vhen 
it was established, in 1756, it was called 
the South Burying ground, as indica¬ 
tive of its being far out toward the end 
of the town. Contrary to the general 
impression Jt is not and never has been 
a part of the Common, but was former¬ 
ly a portion of the land of Colonel 
Thomas Fitch’s pasture bordering on 
Frogg Jane, as Onr Boylston street was 
then called. One mystery in connection 
therewith has never been cleared away. 
It is concealed in the following inscrip¬
